AN  ACT 

For  the  protection  of  th*  commerce  of  the  U. 

States  against  the  Algerine  cruizers. 

Wbehexs,  the  Deyof  Algiers  on  the  Coast 
of  Barbary  has  commenced  a predatory  war- 
fare sgainst  the  U.  States. 

Be  It  enacted  by  the  tenale  and  houte  of  Re- 
preeenlativea  of  the  United  .^latri  of  -imerica  in 
Congrett  astembled.  That  it  ahall  be  lawful 
fully  to  equip,  officer,  man  and  employ  such 
of  the  armed  vessels  of  the  United  States  as 
may  be  judged  requisite  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States  for  protecting  effi  ctiially 
the  commerce  and  seamen  thereof  ou  the  At- 
lantic ocean,  the  Mediteranean  and  adjoining 
seas. 

Sec  2.  .Ind  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it 
shall  he  lawful  for  the  President  of  the  United 
Stales  to  instruct  the  commanders  of  the  res- 
pective public  vessels  aforesaid,  to  subdue, 
seize,  and  make  prize  of  all  vessels,  goods  and 
effects  of  or  belonging  to  the  Dey  of  Algiers, 
or  to  his  subjects,  and  to  bring  or  send  the 
same  into  port,  to  be  proceeded  against  and 
distributed  according  to  law  ; and,  also,  to 
cause  to  be  done  all  such  other  acts  of  precau- 
tion or  hostility,  as  the  state  of  war  will  justify, 
and  may,  in  his  opinion,  require. 

Sec.  3 And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  on 
the  application  of  the  owners  of  private  armed 
vessels  of  the  United  States,  the  President  of 
the  United  States  may  grant  them  special  com- 
missions in  the  form  which  he  shall  direct  un- 
der the  seal  of  the  United  States  ; and  such 
private  armed  vesssis,  when  so  commissioned, 
shall  have  the  like  authority  for  subduing, 
seizing,  taking  and  bringing  into  port,  any 
Algerine  vessel,  goods  or  effects,'  as  the 
hipore  mentioned  public  armed  vessels  may 
by  law  have  ; — and  shall  therein  be  subject  to 
the  instructions  which  may  be  given  by  the

Be  it  enacted  by  :he  S^  note  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  United  State,  |i^  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  l iiat  for  defr.sying  the  ex- 
pence of  the  Navy,  for  tlie  year  one  thouiand 
eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  tiie  foll  .,wmg  sums 
be,  and  are  hereby  respectively  appropriated, 
that  is  to  say  : 

For  pay  and  subsistence  of  the  officers,  and 
pay  of  the  seaman,  one  million,  five  hundred 
thirty-eight  thousand,  three  hundred  aud  a.xiy 
four  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

For  provisions,  six  hundred  and  seventy- 
three  housand,  nine  hundred  and  seventy -two 
dollars  ana  fiityceiits 

For  medicine,  hospital  stores,  and  all  ex. 
pences  on  account  ol  the  sick,  forty  thousand 
dollars. 

For  repairs  of  vessels,  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 

Fur  contingent  expencet,  including  freight, 
transportation,  and  recruiting  ezpences,  five 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollai  s. 

For  ordnance,  ammunition,  and  military 
stores,  three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

For  navy  yards,  docks,  and  wharves,  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  thousand  dollars. 

For  pay  and  subi  istence  of  the  marine  corps, 
one  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  and  twenty 
dollars. 

For  clothing  for  the  same,  sixty  thousand 
three  hundred  and  fifty  seven  dollars. 

For  military  stores  for  the  same,  one  thou- 
sand six  hundred  dollars. 

For  contingent  expencesfor  the  same,  eigh- 
teen thousand  seven  hundred  and  eight  dol- 
lars. 

For  the  purchase  of  the  vessels  captured  by 
Commodore  Macdonough  on  lake  Champlain, 
such  sum  as  shall  be  agreed  upon,  with  the 
approbation  of  the  President,  not  exceeding 
four  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
several  appropriations  herein  before  made, 
shall  be  paid  out  of  any  monies  in  the  treasu- 
ry not  otherwise  appropriated.

Lord  George  Gor  - 
dun,  excited  half  this  number  in  a riot,  what 
was  the  panic  wliicii  dilfused  itself  throughout 
all  ranks  I Look  at  the  cause  of  the  one  and 
the  other  ; tne  one  for  a mere  opinion  and  sen- 
timent, indefinitely  understood,  the  other,  for 
that  cause,  so  interesting  to  alt  humanity,  an 
appeal  for  bread!  Will  this  new  expedition 
against  France — this  new  combination  with 
continental  allies,  appease  tlie  appetites  of  her 
starving  subjects  at  home  ? the  iiatred  and  ob- 
noxious com  bill  may  be  repealed — but  will  ic 
now  reduce,  in  the  fractional  part  of  the  small- 
est coin,  the  price  of  wheat,  ir  rye,  or  other 
grain,  which  his  gracioui  majesty’s  unliappy 
subjects  must  eat  or  dse  ? Will  it  not  even 
tend  to  enhance  the  price,  by  the  waste  of  aar, 
and  by  those  exertions  necessary  to  be  made 
ol'eveo  taxing,  yet,  those  sinews,  for  the  war, 
which  might  have  been  employed  upon  the 
plough 

One  thing  is,  however,  evident — Bread  can 
never  be  cheaper  in  England,  under  the  present 
government,  than  at  this  day;  or,  if  *0,11*1' 
agriculturists  must  perish — her  landed  inter- 
esta  must  be  laid  prcslrate.  War  cannot  be 
maintained  without  money  i and  more  taxes, 
more  hard  gripings,  must  be  laid  upon  the 
groaning  subjects.

We  had  in  that 
case,  he  said,  taken  the  judgment-seat,  and 
pronounced  sentence  on  the  head  ot  a y ne 
rable  legitimate  Sovereign  of  an  ancient  |a>ni- 
ly  of  whom,  whatever  might  have  been  his  er- 
rors, it  might  be  said,  that  few  had  adopted  a 
more  wise  and  benificent  system  oi  Gov.ern 
ment  than  he  had  done  with  regard  to  his  own 
subjects.

I come  to  announce  that  the 
tri-colored  standard  is  displayed  at  Toulouse, 
Montpellier,  and  the  Southern  Districts  The 
Commanders  and  the  garrisons  of  Perpign.tm 
and  Bayonne,  have  formally  announced  that 
they  will  pay  no  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the 
Duke  d’AngouIeme,  for  the  surrender  of  those 
places  to  the  Spaniards,  who,  however,  have 
besides  expressed  their  disinclination  to  med- 
dle with  our  affairs  The  white  flag  no  longer 
flies  but  in  the  Marseilles ; but  this  week  will 
not  pass  over  before  the  people  of  this  great 
city, oppressed  by  the  Royalist  oppression, 
will  reassert  their  own  rights.  Sdch  great 
and  prompt  results  were  due  to  the  patriotism 
which  animated  the  whole  nation  with  the  re- 
membrance which  you  had  preserved  for  me. 
If,  during  a single  year  of  unfortunate  circum- 
slaoces,  we  were  obliged  to  lay  aside  the  Iri- 
eolnured  cackade,  yet  it  was  always  dearest 
to  our  heart.  It  has  been  our  rallying  point, 
and  only  with  our  lives  shall  we  resign  it —

die  with  ours,  or  to  tivat  us  as  the  Genoese  or 
the  Genevese,  and  to  impose  upon  iis  law's 
without  the  consent  of  the  nation.  They  will 
find  upon  lur  frontiers  tlie  he-oes  of  Mu-ei  ge, 
Austcrhtz,  and  Jena  ; they  will  find  there  an

A Telegraphic  dispatch  from  Montelimart, 
on  the  9th  inst.  from  Lieut.

ing  on  his  rear  Gen.  Gilly,  who  had  debouched 
by  Foint-Saint-Efprit,  and  upon  his  left  flank 
the  National  Guards  of  Dauphiny,  has  cap- 
itulated 

Abandoned  by  all  the  troops  of  the  line 
there  remained  with  him  only  1,500  men  anrl 
SIX  pieces  of  cannon.

A subsequent  account  states,  that  the  divi- 
sions of  national  guards,  who  were  in  the  rear 
of  the  little  troop  of  the  Duke  d’AngouIeme 
Would  not  recognize  the  capitulation  because 
it  had  not  received  the  approbation  of  Gen- 
Grouchy.  They  have  slopped  the  Duke  d’

His  .Majesty  has  written  to  the  Gen.  the 
following  let'er  ; 

“ M.  Count  Grouchy — the  Ordinance  of 
the  King  on  the  6lh  March,  and  the  Declara- 
tion signed  at  Vienna  on  the  13th  by  his  Mi  i. 
ibters,  would  liave  authorised  me.  in  treating 
the  Duke  d’.tngouleme,  as  the  <lruin»ce,  and 
tills  Declaration,  would  have  treated  h •tli 
myself  anil  my  family.  But  true  in  the  dis- 
positions which  had  inilnced  me  to  orUvr  tnat 
tlie  Members  of  the  Bourb.'in  family  sh  uid 
have  free  egress  from  France,  my  nitentioR  i«. 
that  you  will  give  orders  that  the  Duke 
d’ .Angotileme  be  conducted  to  Cette,  where  lie 
shall  be  embarked,  and  that  you  will  watch 
his  Safety  and  protect  him  from  any  ill  treat- 
ment. 

“ You  will  only  take  care  to  secure  the 
funds  wh  ch  have  been  carried  away  from  the 
public  cli  ;8ts,  and  to  demand  that  the  Duke 
d’.Angouleme  shall  be  obliged  to  restore  the 
crown  jewels,  which  are  the  property  of  the- 
nalion.  You  will  at  the  same  time  make 
know’ll  to  him,  the  terms  of  the  laws  of  the 
N ^ioual  Assembly,  which  have  been  renewed, 
and  that  they  apply  to  the  Members  of  the 
Uourbi  n Family  who  shall  enter  the  French 
territory. 

“ You  will  thank,  in  may  name,  the  na- 
tional guards,  tor  the  patriotisfti  and  zeal 
which  they  have  displayed,  and  for  the  at- 
tachment they  have  shewn  to  me  under  these 
important  circumstances.

Tl’.e  following  circumstantial  details  are 
g ven  by  a;i  officer  whu  left  • lenna  the  7th 
inst  Russia  has  organised  and  marching 
towards  tlie  Rhine  17  divisions  of  troops 
making  at  present  under  aims,  (including 
about  6000  Cossacks)  an  efl'rctive  force  of 
ntaily  110,000  men.  Prussia  has  an  army  of 
90,000  men  marching  towards  the  Rhine,  and 
for  that  part  of  the  Low  Countries  in  its  pos- 
sess ion- 

The  greatest  resentment  appears  to  exist 
among  the  Prussians,  against  tlie  French  — 
They  display  a furious  zeal  to  injure  France 
as  much  as  possible.  As  soon  as  the  war 
shall  bave  commenced,  which  they  pretend  to 
say  will  certainly  take  place.  England,  Hol- 
land, Hanover,  and  Hesse,  will,  together,  have 
a tiirce  uf  about  60,000  men,  in  readiness  to 
act  the  15tli  May,  under  the  command  of  the 
Duke  of  Wellington. 

It  is  calculated  that  the  Bavarian  army  that 
will  move  towanls  the  Rhine,  w.ll  consist  of 
about  25,000  men.  This  army  appears  to  be 
extremely  well  organized.  Considerable  re- 
sentment against  the  French  is  displayed 
among  them  It  may  be  remarked,  however, 
that  the  French  have  many  partisans  among 
thoie  officers  and  soldiers,  who  have  served 
under  the  Emperor  Napolenn.  We  may  cal- 
culate, therefore,  upon  many  desertions. 

Austria  furnishes  Italy  with  180,0110  men  ; 
they  ought  not,  however,  to  be  estimated  at 
more  tlun  120,000- 

Tlie  army  which  .Austria  has  upon  the  Rhine 
is  estimated  at  110,000  men-  We  know  posi- 
tively that  they  will  not  actually  exceed 
70,000.  The  Austrian  army  is  not  the  most 
animated  in  the  contest  (but  among  the  Mili- 
tary nobility  gieat  resentment  certainly  exists) 
trom  the  disappointment  tliey  experience  in 
not  being  able  to  enjoy  that  repose  which 
they  had  calculated  upon — and  fear  the  cir 
cumstance  of  ilieir  being  badly  paid,  in  de- 
preciated paper,  upon  which  they  suffer  a loss 
of  40  per  rent. 

Wirtemburg  furiiislies  a body  of  10,000  men 
of  all  descriptions  for  t le  advance  of  the 
allied  army.  The  remainder  of  her  comple- 
ment  is  intended  for  the  reserve. 

Baden  has  lO.OoO  men,  with  a division  of 
5000  in  reserve.  Hesse  Darmstadt  has  its  con- 
tingent ready— -it  consists  of  4000  men.

The  duke  of  Albufera  to  the  minister  of  war. 

“ I.TOxs,  AruiL  17. 

“ On  the  12th,  the  city  of  Marseilles,  upon 
: the  invitation  of  marshal  the  prince  uf  Essling, 

(.Vlassena)  and  without  w-ailing  for  the  arri- 
val our  troops,  hoisted  the  tri-colui-ed  llag.^' 

This  news  was  aniiouiiceu  at  the  capital  at 
noon,  by  adischaigeof  one  hundred  cannon 
Ills  majesty  yesterday  revewed  the  national 
guards  of  Pans,  composed  of  12  legions, 
forming  48  battalions.  'Tite  officers  formed  a 
circle,  and  his  majesiy  addressed  ttiein  in 
speech  ot  the  follow  ing  iiiipnrt ; 

“ Soldiers  of  the  niaiunul  guard  of  Paria — 

I am  very  glad  to  see  you.  I lonncd  you,  fif 
teen  months  ago,  to  niaiiitam  the  public  tran- 
quility in  the  capital,  and  for  its  security. 

A'ou  have  fulfified  my  design.  You  have  pour- 
ed out  your  blood  in  the  detence  of  Pans  : and 
if  some  hos  ile  troops  did  enter  within  your 
walls,  the  fault  was  not  yours,  but  is  to  be  at- 
tributed to  treason,  and  above  all  to  tlie  lalali 
ty  which  was  attached  toour  affairs  at  that 
unfortunate  period. 

“ 'The  royal  throne  was  not  suitable  fur 
France.  It  gave  no  surety  to  the  people  in  re- 
lation to  their  most  precious  inurests.  It 
was  impnsed  upon  us,  by  strangers.  If  these 
had  been  coniinued,  it  wuulu  have  been 
monument  of  shame  and  misfortune.  1 am  ar- 
rived, armed  with  the  wh  de  power  of  the  peo- 
ple and  uf  the  army,  to  cause  uiis  blot  to  dis- 
appear, and  to  restore  all  Uicir  celebrity  to  the 
honor  and  gloi  y of  France, 

“ Soldiers  of  the  natioiud  guard—'Th  io  mor- 
ning the  telegraph  of  Lyons  lias  informed  me 
that  the  iri^iolored  flag  floats  at  Antibes  and 
Marseilles.  An  hundred  discharges  of  cannon 
fired  upon  all  our  frontiers,  will  inform  the 
stpaiigers  that  our  civil  dissentioiis  are  termi- 
nated. I say  strangers  because  we  as  yet 
know  of  no  enemies-  If  they  collect  tlieir 
troops  we  will  collect  ours.  Our  armies  are 
allionpused  of  brave  men,  who  have  distiii- 
guished  tliemselves  in  many  battles,  and  who 
will  present  to  the  stranger  a frontier  of  iron  ; 
while  the  numerous  battalions  of  grenadiers 
and  chasseurs  of  the  national  guards  w.ll  pre- 
serve our  frontiers,  /will  not  meddle  at  all 
with  the  affairs  of  other  nations  : woe  to  the  go- 
vernments which  meddle  with  ours ! Reverses 
l.ave  tempered  the  character -A  the  French  peo- 
ple ; it  has  resumed  that  youth,  that  vigor, 
which  for  twenty  years,  aslonished  Europe. 

“ Soldiers!— Ym  have  been  forced  to

Stockholm,  Sweden,  March  23.

There  is  now  little  doubt  regarding  the  side 
which  Murat  is  disposed  to  take  in  the  ap- 
proaching struggle.  We  stated  in  the  greater 
part  of  our  yesterday’s  impression,  that 
Messenger  had  arrived  in  town  witli  dispatches 
from  Vienna,  confirming  the  accounts  we  pre- 
viously had  of  hostilities  having  commenced 
between  the  Austrian  and  Neapolitan  armies 
The  French  papers  said  the  advanced-guard  of 
the  Austrians  were  beaten,  and  that  the  Nea- 
politians  had  made  5,000  prisoners. — The 
Vienna  advicc.s  reverse  tlic  tale,  and  say  it  was 
only  sn  affair  of  outposts  at  Bologna,  in  which 
the  Austrians  had  the  advantage.  Be  die 
aff  air  and  the  issue  as  it  may,  the  circumstance, 
if  true,  is  most  important,  as  it  decides  the 
dubious  question  of  Murat’s  intentions. — 
Indeed,  as  we  noticed  yesterday,  the  remark  of 
the  French  Minister  for  Foreign  Aff'airs  mhis 
Report  to  the  Fmperor,  regarding  the  •*  better 
foundations’’  than  the  promises  of  the  Con- 
gress Sovereigns,  on  wnich  the  king  of  Naples 
is  now  strengthening  his  power,  and  reposing 
for  security,  left  little  doubt  in  our  minds  as 
to  the  side  he  meant  to  take  in  the  new  strug- 
gle. After  the  disregard  with  the  Allies  had 
paid  to  the  engagements  contracted  with  Joa- 
chim, upon  what  principle  cff-.ild  they  ca  leu- 
late  on  his  adherence  to  tlieir  league  ? No  more 
than  on  the  cordial  co-operation  uf  Genoa  and 
Geneva,  and  the  other  Slates  of  Italy,  who  had 
the  promise  of  a guarantee  to  their  freedom 
and  independence  kept  to  their  ear  whilst 
they  were  useful  to  the  Sovereign  Confederacy, 
but  had  It  broken  to  tlieir  hope  when  tliey 
should  have  received  the  glorious  reward  of 
thcir  endeavours.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  copy 
ol  a Note  from  the  Plenipotentiaries  of  His 
Neapolitian  majesty  to  Lord  Castlereagh,  that 
so  late  as  the  lilii  of  February  that  Sovereign 
had  obtained  no  satisfactoi'y  answer  to  his  re- 
monstrances.  The  Bourbons  have  been  bent 
on  having  him  dethroned,  and  to  the  faithful 
source  ut  Bourbon  jealously  and  weakness  are 
the  eve.Tts  tliat  may  now  occur  in  Italy,  as  well 
as  those  that  have  already  occured  in  F'rance 
and  aie  threatening  the  world  with  devastation 
and  misery,  to  be  referred.  The  position 
which  .Murat  has  taken  is  that  of  defence, 
he  appears  able  to  mainUin  it.  Fifty  thousand 
wed  equipt  soldiers  are  given  to  him  by  the 
.Vtinistenal  Prints.  We  have  reason  to  believe

The  force  li«  has  led  out  is  a part  of  tlie 
justly  boasted  army  of  Italy,  whose  formidable 
S'lperiontv  in  appointments  and  discipline  bus 
bcenac,now.e'lged  by  Ixird  Liverpool  Aus- 
tria, we  heai,  has  applied  for  the  assistance  of 
111,000  British  troops  to  car.y  her  indemnifving 
projects  of  conq^uest  into  execution  in  Italy. 
Lord  Castlereigh' s extreme  kindneas  to  Prussia 
is  the  ground  for  this  request.  AVe  lately  had 
a statement  from  Vienna,  giving  us  to  under- 
stand that  the  British  Minister  had  agreed  to 
a trgaly  of  military  provision,  by  which  the 
above  number  of  British  troops  were  to  be 
furnished,  disposable  for  Italy.  In  whatever 
light  the  High  Allies  may  be  disposed  to  regard 
the  present  Kiiigof  Naples,  it  will  be  admitted, 
that  with  the  force  he  has,  and  with  almost 
the  whole  disposeable  strength  and  good-will

Dover,  April  17,  5 P.  M— Arrived 
yesterday  evening  the  Parfait  Union,  of 
and  from  Calais,  with  two  French  mails, 
passengers  and  merchandize  ; left  that 
port  at  three  in  the  afternoon — brought 
no  particular  news.

A late  arrival  has  brought  the  proclamation 
of  the  king  of  Prussia,  dated  at  Vienna  on  the 
8th  .April,  declaring  war  against  France. — 
The  proclamation  states  tliat  Europe  can  en- 
joy no  repose  whilst  Napoleon  is  emperor — 
that  Pruasia  will  be  as.sisted  by  the  allied 
powers — and  invites  all  the  youth  of  Prussia 
above  the  age  of  17,  to  join  the  army.  The 
ratifications  of  the  granrl  alliance,  were  ex- 
changed at  London  on  the  35th  April.  Wel- 
lington is  said  to  command  in  chief,  the  allied 
army.  Vienna  heads  of  news,  admit  the  offen- 
sive operations  of  JWurot;  but  express  their 
’ belief  that  he  will  yet  join  the  allied  powers. 
The  Arch  Duke  Charles  is  said  to  be  so  mush 
opposed  to  the  renewal  of  war,  as  to  decline  a 
command  in  the  Austrian  army.— He  advises 
the  Emperor  to  acknowledge  Napoleon,  and  re- 
store his  wife  and  son. — The  Poles  and  Saxons, 
are  said  to  shew  great  discontent  at  the  ar- 
rangements of  the  Vienna  Congress,  and  to 
have  ex|>rcssed  ilieir  joy  at  the  late  revolvtion 
in  France.

.At  a court  of  enquiry,  convened  at 
this  place  on  the  9th  inst.  of  which  Maj. 
Gen.  Carroll  is  president,  the  military 
conduct  of  Col.  l)avis  of  Kentucky  mi- 
litia, and  Cols.  Digon  and  Cavalier  of 
Louisiana  militia,  in  the  engagement  on 
the  Bill  of  January,  on  the  west  bank  of 
the  l ives- Mississippi,  were  investigated. 

The  court  after  mature  deliberation,  is 
of  opinion  that  the  conduct  of  those  gen- 
tlemen in  the  action  aforesaid  and  retreat 
on  the  $ih  Jan.  cn  the  western  bank  of 
the  river  Mississibpi,  is  not  reprehensi- 
ble. The  causes  of  the  l etrcat  the  court 
attributes  to  the  shameful  flight  of  Maj. 
Arno,  sent  to  oppose  the  landing  of  the 
enemy.  * The  retreat  of  the  Kentucky 
militia,  which  consiilering  their  position, 
the  deficiency  of  their  arms,  and  other 
causes,  may  be  excusable,  and  the  panic 
and  co'fusion  introduced  into  every  part 
of  the  line,  thereby  occasioninglhe  retreat 
and  confusion  of  ih  e Orleans  and  Louisi- 
ana militia.  Whilst  the  court  found 
much  to  applautl  in  the  zeal  and  gallant- 
ry of  the  officer  immediately  command- 
ing, they  believe  that  a further  reason  for 
the  retreat  may  be  found  in  the  manner 
in  which  the  force  was  placed  on  the 
line,  which  they  consider  exceptionable.

Extract  oj'  a letter  from  a gentleman  in 

Aatchez  to  his  friend  in  this  town  da- 
ted, 

« May  10th,  1815. 

“ Both  banks  of  ihe  river  from  Ohio  to 
this  place,  and  in  fact  from  Louisville, 
with  the  exception  of  a few  blufis,  was 
entirely  inundated. — The  great  valley  of 
the  Mississippi  from  the  high  lands  at  this 
place  to  the  high  lands  on  Red  river 
(West  40  miles  wide)  is  now  one  entire 
sheet  of  water.  The  inhabitants  of  the 
low  grounds  have  been  driven  from  their 
plantations— they  are  now  encamped  on  I 
the  hills,  and  many  will  never  return' 
again.  The  sufferings  and  losses  of  the 
poor  houseless  inhabitants  will  be  very 
great — many  will  lose  their  whole  stock 
of  horses,  cattle  and  hogs.  They  are 
able  to  carry  with  them  in  their  flight 
nothing  but  their  cloathes  and  the  misera- 
ble furniture  of  their  cabitis. 

“ 'JTie  waters  of  the  Mississippi  are  al- 
ready as  high  as  in  the  great  fresh  of  1813, 
and  is  still  rising.  Should  it  continue  to 
rise  for  lO  or  12  days  more,  immense 
damages  will  be  doiie  to  the  sugar  es- 
tablishments below — New-Orleans  itself 
is  not  safe  from  the  flood — great  appre- 
hensions are  entert-ained  for  its  safety. 
Should  the  Levee  unfortunately  give  way 
near  to  tlie  city  above,  it  must  inevitably 
be  inundated.”

Henry  Bu tgers, 
Samuel  L.  Mitchill,  Thomas  .Mor- 
ris, and  Oliver  Wolcott,  esquires, 
the  Commissioners  of  the  navy  depart- 
ment to  superintend  her  construction, 
were  on  board.  Mr.  Brown,  the  naval 
constructor,  Mr.  Stoudingcr,  the  engi- 
neer (the  successor  to  Mr.  Fulton)  and 
Capt.  Smith,  the  inspector,  were  also  in 
the  vessel.  A number  ot  scientific  and 
distinguished  gentlemen  gavt  their  at- 
tendance. The  wharves  were  crowded .

OF  EUROPE. 

Hostilities,  it  appears,  had  commenced 
between  Naples  and  Austria  ; but  the 
great  question  of  a continental  war  re- 
mained undecided.  The  difTcrent  ar- 
mies were  in  motion,  sup|iosed  to  be 
making  “ dreadful  note  of  preparation” 
fur  the  worst. 

A stale  paper  has  been  issued  by  the 
French  government,  in  which  the  enter- 
prize  of  Napoleon  is  justified  on  the 
ground  that  eight  distinct  articles  of  the 
treaty  of  Fontainbleau  had  been  severally 
violated.  The  allies  are  charged  with 
refusing  passports  to  the  erepress  and  her 
son  to  join  him  in  his  retreat ; with  not 
giving  the  promised  establishment  to 
Eugene  Beauharnois  ; with  an  intent  to 
transport  the  emperor  from  Elba  to  St. 
Lucia  or  St.  Helena;  with  not  perform- 
ing the  article  by  which  the  empress  and 
her  son  were  insured  the  duchies  of 
Paiair.a  and  Placentia  ; and  the  Bourbons 
arc  accused  of  organizing  assassins,  of 
doing  injustice  to  liie  soldiery  by  detain- 
ing the  rewards  the  emperor  had  assigned 
them,  of  the  confiscation  of  his  property, 
and  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  his 
pension. 

The  last  French  papers  mention  that 
the  emperor  Napoleon  has  appointed  his 
brother  Lucien  minister  of  the  interior, 
and  has  sent  him  to  England  on  an  im- 
portant mission 

— Lloyd’s  list 
says  : London,  March  31 — Letters  from 
Cliina  state  that  the  Doris  frigate,  while 
in  chase  of  an  .American  ship  on  the  coast 
of  Cliina,  fired  several  shots,  one  ol 
which  unfortunately  reached  the  shore, 
and  killed  six  Chinese.  [^This  agrees  with 
their  gunnery — any  thing  but  the  ob- 
ject.]

On  his  arrival  at  Dover,  across  the 
channel,  he  had  the  mortification  to  sec 
his  fiddles  seized  by  the  officer  of  the 
Custom.  It  was  in  vain  he  protested 
that  they  were  not  articles  of  commerce, 
but  instruments  for  his  own  use ; and  if 
he  meant  to  make  money  by  them,  it  was 
at  least  not  by  their  sale.  The  fiscal  a- 
gents  were  deaf ; the  fiddles  must  pay 
duty.  To  fix  the  amount,  their  value 
must  be  estimated — and  Mr.  Boucher 
was  desired  to  set  his  own  value  on  the 
fiddles — he  fell  into  the  snare,  and  fixed 
a very  moderate  price.  Then  in  virtue 
ofCustom-house  regulations  unknown  to 
our  travelling  musician,  they  offered  him 
fifteen  per  cent  moro  than  the  valuation, 
and  declared  they  would  keep  the  instru- 
ments. Our  artist  was  in  duspair  ; he 
comphained,  he  prayed,  .he  threatened, 
but  all  in  vain — there  was  only  one  re- 
source that  of  going  to  London  to  claim 
the  interference  of  the  french  Ambassa- 
dor; but  to  do  this  he  must  part  with  iiift 
dear  fiddles,  the  insTuments  of  his  glory, 
and  his  fortune.
